*o buslneea by putUav before the bciue 
a rMOltttloB tabtrodaeed by P. 8. Parr 
of MJBBOuri, for the appointment of the 
Importamt committee on resolutions. 
It called for a committee of 15 to be 
■elected by Chairman Itowa. To this 
oommittM all recolutloas. aooording to 
Mr. Parr, were to be referrfd ulthout 
reading or debate. 

An amendment was immediately 
propoMd. Variona apeakera vigorous- 
ly nrgad tbait the reaolvtlon be amend 
ed to allow the appointments to the 
committee to be made by tbe dele- 
gates thamselrea, OM QomiDlUetman 
from each atate. 

Tb* original ntotlon waa not acted 
upon, but tbe amendment in regard to 
the manner of appointment was car- 
ried by fltandlng rote of 99 to 14. 

Governor Atklnaon of West Vlrghnla, 
riaing from a fau> oorner, declared that 
H was unfair to bind tlia dalagaitaa by 
resolution. 

Tbe debate vrased irarm aiid dele- 
Ca<t«* clanKH-lng for recognition, rose 
In every part of the hooae with tlielr 
bands up like l)oard ot tnda man in 
the beat of action. 

Bz-OoTwrnor Loea ot Mlchlfaa thtm- 
darad Umt tbe reference to a commit- 
tee without reading or debate m-eant 
that many a well meant effort would 
go to aleep in the hands of the com- 
mlttaa and "aleep tba alaap of death." 

At tbla aaUy there waa a ripple of 
merriment which ceaaed with the 
elamor of others who wished to be 
heard. Taylor, of Indiana; Prinoe ot 
Tezaa. and CMlfaia ot nUttoia ware 
beard. 

The pro^rust people and the an*'<« 
iv«rt fearful. It baoama avldant that 
one aide or the other would secure 
control and bind the mlnorl'ty to 
Bomethlng of which they disapproved.

XiOndoa, Sept 14.— Tha Tranaraal's 

reply to the laat nota ot the British 
secretary of state for the colonies, Mr. 
Chamberlain, has been received, but 
Ita nature has not yet been known. 

At tbe colonial ofBoe a rapmrtar was 
informed that nothing Will be given 
out fur the present. 

It was regarded aa insigniflcanit, 
however, that tbe nature ot tbe Boer 
reply waa cotnmnaieated to tha com- 
mander-in-chief. Field Marshal Ix>rd 
Wolseley, who Immediately summoned 
General Sir George Stewart White, for- 
mer quartenaaatar general, the pros- 
pective commander ot the British 
forces in Natal. 

At this hour, the South African ad- 
vices continue conflicting regarding 
tbe tenor of President Kruger'a an- 
awer to Mr. Chamberlain. 

The Morning Post, in a second edi- 
tion, prints a special dispatch from 
Pletermarltzburg, capital of Natal, 
Baying the reply la "Truculent loqua- 
eloua and WaephaBoaa" 

The Manchester Onardian's corre- 
si>ondent at Cape Town telegraphs, 
saying the outlook Is Of tiie glopmieat 
obaractar. 

The Oape Town papera themaelves 
take a more hopeful view of the situa- 
tion, baaing their belief on the prob- 
able acceptance by Preaidant Kruger 
of tbe franchlae maaaorea auggaated in 
Mr. Chamberlain'a lateat diapatch. 

But even they admit it impossible 
to learn or foreahadow President Kru- 
ger's attitude toward tbe suaeralnty ot 
Great Britain which, attor all. la aUll 
tha main lame. 

Tbe consul general of the South Af- 
rlcin republic, Mr. Montague White, 
said: "I have good authority for Ira- 
lie ving that the Transvaal reply will 
be unsatisfactory to the British gov- 
ernment." 

The news received by Mr. Chamber- 
lain, It la now aald, waa probably in- 
formation regarding tha nature ot the 
Boer reply. 

The tension now existing here and 
at any moment by the publication of 
at any moment by tbe application of 
President Kruger's reply. On the other 
hand, it may be several days before tbe 
general public learns what answer the 
Transvaal has made. It President 
Kruger baa anawered defiantly It does 
not necessarily mean the Immeuiate 
breaking off of negotlationa The 
British would probably reply with an 
unmistakable ultimatum. U la- scarcely 
to their advantage to bring about ihos- 
tilltiea until the reinforcemen-ts are 
nearer the scene of action than they 
are at present. 

Whatever the nature of President 
Kruger'a reply, it la probable that aev- 
eral more stages of diplomatic pro- 
ceaaea will be gone through with be- 
fore there is definite war or peace, 
unless, of course. President Kruger 
should take the Initiative a«d raid Na- 
tal. It ia the posafbility ot thia move 
that makea definite news ot hla reply 
ao eagerly and aaztoualy awaited.

veatlgiatlon and aneered at eoonael's 
attainments as a lawyer. 

Mr. Van Wyck began his testimony 
by aaylng be b'ld from tbe time be as- 
sumed office been alarmed over the 
inadequacy ot the Brooklyn water aup- 
ply. He had not given the Ramapo 
Water company contract considera- 
tion; it would be time enough for that 
when it reached him officially. It waa, 
wltneaa ahderatood, a mere optloa, 
and could do no harm to the city.

The wHneaa waa not convinced 
there was fraud in the Ramapo con- 
tract and advised counsel to call Con- 
troller Coller and Bridge Commis- 
aloner Shea, tbe only city officials who 
had barged fraud.
